I confeſs, I have made but a ſmall Progreſs in the 
Performance, which I humbly preſent to Your

Jo great a Preſumption to endeavour thus to juſtifie 
the Holy Eſalmist from the Unhappy Reflecti- 
on of ſo many Learned "Tranſlators as have 
gone before Me, that the Attempt it ſelf may fland

F all Po E Ms, thoſe in an obſcure Style are moſt liable to ſuffer 


PREFACE: 
by ſuch Tranſlations as come ſhort of the Perfection of the 
Original: And it is much to be fear'd, That this Injury to the 


Incomparable Works of the Royal Prophet has been ſo often repeated, as to 
create a general ſuſpicion of their Excellence : Nor 1s this Prejudice the 
only Diſadvantage to a more correct Performance; ſince th' Unſucceſs- 
fulneſs of ſo many different Verſions has made the World anapt to ex- 
pect, and the Confuſion in ſome degree «»fit for receiving a Good 
Tranſlation. f 
Aaſter theſe Conſiderations, It may be no eaſie Matter to vindicate my 
own appearing in ſo Bold an Undertaking: However, I ſhall endeavour 
it, by repreſenting the Motives that inclin'd me to attempt, and the 
Encouragements to publiſh the following Ess A x. 

And firſt of all, Having obſerv*d ſome great and general Defeds even 
in the moſt celebrated Tranſlations of the PsALus in Greek, Latin, and 
Enzliſh Verſe, which I thought might poſſibly be. ſupply'd ; and further 
conſidering, that the firſt Step towards the Cure is to know the Diſeaſe, . 
tho? I were conſcious of my own Inſufficiency in all reſpects, but more 
eſpecially unfit for ſo Foreign a Conſtitution, the foreſaid Maxim induc'd - 
me to make a private Experiment; and tho? I miſs the ſmall ſucceſs, 
which by this Pablication, it may bepreſum'd, I had ſome Reaſon to hope 
for; yet my Deſign may at leaſt deſerve a favourable Conſtruction, by 
ſtating the Caſe: to Thoſe that are more Skilfull to perform. 

And fince it moſt nearly concerns us, let us firſt examin the Ps AL Ns, 
as they are repreſented in Exgliſb Metre, and particularly the Old and 
New Tranſlations, commonly us'd in Churches ; and Theſe of all the 
Number, I preſume, may ſuffice, ſince I have met with None but what,

tho eminently preferable to the Former, are in ſome degree Inferiour 
to the latter. ER ns 

The Old Ps aL ms, by Hopkins, Sternhold, &c. have been ſo long and 
ſo well known, that I need ſay no more than This; ?Tis very wonder- 
full that, to the great diſbonour of our Religion, and even a Proverbial 
Scandal of our Nation, they ſhould be fo long tolerated in Sacred Uſe. 

I know, it may be anſwered, that for ſeveral Reaſons tis very im- 
proper to reject the Ola PS A L Ms, till there is a New Verſion ready and 
fit to ſupply their Place. But to this I ſhould reply, that ſince the Church 
in general, as far as I can apprehend, ſeems inclinable to receive, or ra- 
ther earneſtly to wiſh for an elaborate Tranſlation ; If there were any 
certain Encouragement for ſoGood and Difficult an Undertaking, there is 
no doubt, but that ſeveral Lovers of Divine Poetry would attempt, and 
ſome produce a correct Performance: But I muſt return to my proper 
Buſineſs, and here all that I find neceſſary to add concerning this anti- 
quated Collection of the PS A L ms into Exgliſb Metre is, that beſides 
abundance of other Groſs and Scandalous Faults peculiar to it, 
whatever I have to object againſt other Verſions may in a more eminent 
degree be charged againſt This alſo. 

Let us now proceed to the New Verſſon, and in This *rwas certainly 


a very unhappy overſight of the Authors to render the greateſt Part of 
the Ps AL Ms in a fort of Verſe as much antiquated and exploded as the 
Tranſlation they oppos'd, if it may be properly called Verſe, for ſome 
Lines terminating with a Rhime, and others without, is ſuch a Diſcord 
as is not allow*d in the Modern Art of Poetry: And tho Blank Verſe might. 
be confeſs'd neceſſary in Tragedy, if That were now of any Uſe, and the 
happy ſucceſs of One great Author has inclin*d ſome Men to eſteem it 
alſo in the Epic, tis yet as hard to find Approbation as Precedent for it 
in the Lyric Poem. Yet thus the New Tranſlators have in too great a 
degree tranſcribed one of the moſt Comprehenſive Defects of Hopkins 

: and Sternhold. And beſides This, a great and frequent Deficiency, both 
in the Senſe and Expreſſion, is. particularly chargeable againſt Them. 
Other Defects being common to This and all other Tranſlations and Pa- 
raphraſes in Verſe, which J have hitherto met with, it may not be amiſs 
to include them all under the ſame Conſideration. 
And having thus undertaken to prove, that the Tranſlations and Pa- 
raphraſes of the PSA L Ms in Greek, Latin, and Engliſh Verſe hitherto 
extant, are generally defective, ſince I cannot affirm it Univerſaly,

there being ſome Verſions which I have not yet ſeen, It becomes neceſſa- 

to mention Thoſe, which our Reflections may particularly concern, 
vic. That which bears the Name of Apolinaris Biſhop of Laodixea, made 
above a thouſand Years ago, and Another by Dr. Duport in Greek : 
In Latin, Thoſe of Buchanan, Beza and Eobanus Heſſus : And ſome 


of the beſt Reputation by Dr. Ford, Dr. Patrick, Mr. Milbourn, and 
ſeveral others, beſides thoſe above mention'd, in Engliſb. 
And firſt of all, a Diſadvantageous Paraphraſe, chiefly us'd, I preſume, 


for the convenience of the Verſe, is frequently obſervable, and in dif. 


ferent Degrees, may juſtly be charg'd againſt Them all. » 


Another of their Failures is That of not rendring the Senſe and De- 


ſg» of the Pſalm Coherent, according to the more Modern Art of Poetry; 


This, I confſeſs, having been hitherto a hidden Excellence in the Ps a L Ms, 
and by the ſilence of all Authors and Commentators, commonly ſuppos'd 
incompatible with thoſe Divine Poems, it can't be imputed to Them 
as a Neglect; but that It is a Deficiency in their Performances, and 
that ſuch a Coherence is plainly deſign'd, thoꝰ not expreſs d, will, I hope, 
become in ſome meaſure apparent by being ſupply*d in the following 
Ess Ax. 5 

But this Defect of Theirs has neceſſarily occaſion'd Another, 


which is Want of Perſpicuity; for how can That be clear, which is Inco- 
herent! And thus alſo Another Miſcarriage has been the conſequent of 


This, for by this means they have commonly miſs'd the right Inter- 


advantageous to the Senſe of the Pſalm, and ſerves to render it clear and 


coherent, is in all probability according to the Deſign of the Holy P/almi#, 


and conſequently to be prefer*d and made uſe of. 
Theſe Remarks I doubt not but the Jadicious Reader, upon examina. 
tion, will find to be juſt and true: Which including ſome of the lateſt 


Tranſlators, makes it highly probable that the ſame Defects are to be 
found in all other Verſions; for if any Author had but endeavour'd to 


ſupply them, it would have been ſo viſibh advantageous to his Perform- 
ance, that without doubt who ever came after him would have follow- 
ed the ſame Rule. | 

I have no Time nor Occaſion to take Notice of the Failings peculiar to 
Each, or Any of thoſe Tranſlations above mentioned; yet I may here 
obſerve that Buchanan, whoſe Paraphraſe, I think, is juſtly eſteem'd pre- 


ferable 


pretation of Obſcure and Difficult Paſſages, for want of tlie Rae to try 
| tfem, which muſt certainly be This, viz. That Acceptation which is maſt

ferable to all Others in any Language, has yet ſome great Deficiencies, 
beſides Thoſe before imputed to him, vi. inſerting Paraphraſtical Addi. 
tions, neither neceſſary nor abſolutely pertinent to the Text; Beſides 
tho? his Genius be Eaſie and Natural, he generally comes extremely 
ſhort of that Loftineſs, which is frequently and wonderfully obſervable 
in the Original. 

The Rules and Methods to be obſerv'd in a Juſt and Strict Verſion, 
deducible from what has been premis'd, I have carefully follow'd in 
thoſe Few I have endeavour'd to tranſlate; which having been Encou- 
rag d by ſeveral of the Right Reverend the Lords BISHOs, and 
Others, (whoſe Names, had I leave to mention them, would too highly 
advance the Credit of my weak Performance) having alſo been Cor- 
rected by their Order, and afterwards greatly i»prov?d, I thought my 
{elf oblig d to. publiſh ; but more eſpecially for want of a better Oppor- 
tunity of expreſſing my Gratitude for being Favour®d by ſo Good and 
Great a PRINCESS, as it ſtands inſcrib'd to. 8 5 

If T had any ProſpeQt of ſerving the C Hu Rx c R, I ſhou'd have us'd 


my atmoſt Induſtry and Application, and by That, together with the 
Advantage of a ſtrict Examination, and the Aſſiſtance of the moſt 


Skilfall and Judicious, which I am very certain of obtaining, if I find 
Encouragement to proceed; J ſay, by thoſe Means, I doubt not but, the 
following Ess A might have been brought to a much greater Per- 


feAtion, than at preſent it may ſeem to admit.
